IN Bulletin No. 1, pictures were given of 
a home completely furnished with 
"Pollenair" Filters in order to show 
how this little air cleaner of heretofore un- 
known cleaning efficiency, can readily be 
installed in any part of the house. 

Bulletin No. 2 continues with Fig. 1, 
which shows the air taken from the out- 
side thru a window. This arrangement is 
for the homes where the machine is re- 
quired only for the hay fever season and 
usually is sufficient to eliminate this dis- 
ease entirely when the patient spends his 
or her regular sleeping hours there. Most 
housewives, however, will soon discover 
the absolute absence of dust on furniture 
and dirt on curtains, and that their wash- 
ing and cleaning work will be reduced 
when the machine is in operation, and 
therefore they will use machine continu- 
ously throughout the year. 

It may, however, be undesirable to draw 
air from the outside throughout the year, 
because of the very cold weather which 



occurs in many sections of the country 
during the winter months. Hence, if a 
room is to be made dust-free during this 
period the "pollenair" filter may be con- 
nected either to a hall or another room as 
shown on Fig. Ill and IV. 

OPERATION OF "POLLENAIR" 

This is clearly shown on Fig. 1. A fan, 
direct-connected to a 1 20 H. P. motor 
pulls air thru pipe and blows it, under a 
slight pressure, thru the filter sleeve (a 
cylindrical bag made up of a chemically 
treated filtering material specially con- 
structed for this type of work) . All pollen 
which causes hay fever and pollen asthma 
and the other microscopic fine dust par- 
ticles stay on the inside of the filter sleeve, 
while the clean air goes thru and out into 
the room. As 160 to 200 cubic feet of air 
per minute are thus discharged into the 
room, a constant air change takes place. 
The old air leaves thru cracks around the 
window sashes, thru door openings, etc., 
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and no air but that which has passed thru 
the "Pollenair" enters the room. There- 
fore, where "Pollenairs" are used, no dust 
will settle on furniture, floors, etc., and no- 
body, who spends a reasonable time in this 
clean air each day, or rather part of each 
day, is in danger of hay fever. Usually, 
only the hours during sleep in clean air are 
required to make a person free of hay 
fever symptoms. This point will be dis- 
cussed more fully in bulletins to follow this 
one. 

With the "Pollenair" in a room, say 12' 
x 14' x 9', air in that room will be renewed 
about every 7 to 8 minutes, which gives 
more ventilation and air renewal than is 
required even in a school, hospital or any 
other place where a number of people are 

< mbled. 

The average business man's life will be 
made considerably more pleasant, free of 
dust, dirt and the cause of hay fever and 
pollen asthma. These latter will be entire- 
ly removed from his life, by the use of the 
"Pollenair" in his office and bedroom. 

"Pollenair" was originally developed as 
i he only means of saving the writer of this 
pamphlet from the curse of hay fever and 
pollen asthma in its most aggravated 
form, after everything else had failed. A 
great deal of money has been expended in 
developing the "Pollenair" from its first 
crude design to the present day handsome 
cabinet, which, when placed in any room, 
readily harmonizes with the furnishings 
of the room. More of the history of this 
will be told from time to time in new pub- 
lications. 

Fig. II shows a "Pollenair" cabinet in 
the writer's office used at the time during 
the pollen season only. The cleanliness in 
the office, ventilation, etc., however, caused 
him to move it to the position (Fig. III). 
The air (with this arrangement) is taken 



from a hall which is heated in the winter 
time and thus does not interfere with 
keeping the office warm. The same hall is 
cool in the summer, so that ideal con.li 
tions throughout the year are maintained. 
No windows are ever open — no dirt or dust 
present — always ventilation — always clean 
air. Let it be mentioned that on one 
of the writer's office is a busy Raili 
and on the other side a very bus 
with thousands of autos passing by the 
office every day. 

Just a word in regard to the wril 
hay fever and pollen asthma. It has al- 
ready been stated that his case was one of 
the most severe on record, and during thel 
hay fever season it always meant several! 
months of each year to be spent in hospi-j 
tals, because no known hay fever resort or 
treatment gave him relief. But since he 
has been using the "Pollenair" he has been 
completely free from hay fever. He has 
found, however, that in a case such as his,] 
he has to stay in filtered air about 16 to 18J 
hours each day. He obtains filtered air 
throughout this period by having a "Pol-j 
lenair" in his bedroom at home as well asl 
one in his office. And when he is in fil-| 
tered air for this period, he can go anc 
come anywhere without being affectedl 
His case is extreme, and we have no reel 
ords of users requiring more than 12 hour:] 
a day in filtered air.
